PAIRED, BAYS MR, WARNKE,

A Test Will Be Given the Crippled
lncitlnery nt the Warnke Washery,
After Which It Will Be Repaired
and Work Resumed—Arrests Ex-
pected Today at Duryea—Major W,
W. Inglis, Who Is Back from
Shenandonh, Bays Erie Will Not
Start Any Collieries,

Reportg wWhich were yesterday cour-
rent to the effect that efforts would
be made tomorrow to agaln start the
Warnke washery at Duryea, were yess-
terdny  denied by General Manager
Frederick Warnke, who sald to a
Tribune man:

YTt will be Impossible for us to start
work Immediately, on aceount of the
condition of our machinery, and, In
faet, 1 doubt whether we will be able
to do anything this week., We will
give the machinery a thorough lest, ns
goon u# possible, In order to ascertain
just what repairs are necesgsuary, and
then, after these are made, work will
be resumed. We aren't afrald of the
Duryenr mob, and the washery is going
to run, just ag soon ag it is In propey
condition o be operated.”

Mr. Warnke also denied the florld re-
ports sent out from Wilkes-Barre that
one hundred warrants had been sworn
out In that city and were to be served
on regidents of Dureya for compllelty
In Thursday’s riots,

“That avticle was totally incorrect,”
gald he, “No wareants have yet been
sworn out, but I will not say how many
ave going to be sworn out tomorrow,
There will he plenty of developments
In the matter then."

ALLEGED MURDERER
ARRESTED IN DETROIT

Police Have Been Looking for the
Man for More Than a Year,
History of the Crime.

Superintendent of Police Day re-
ceived a telegram yesterday aflternoon
from the police authorities at Detroit
announcing the arrest there of Wladis-
law Konstantynows, who is wanted
here for the murder of *“Joe" Benna-
viech on the night of July 27, 1001, This
ends o long and trying search for the
prigsoner.

The discovery of the whereabouls of
Konstantynowz was brought about in
a rather pecullar manner. Afler the
murder he left the elty and was traced
up the valley, but the police failed to
locate him. ¥Friends of the murdered
man wrote to friends In Austria who
live In the same town as Konstanty-
nows's wife, asking them to try and
get possession of any letters which he
might send home, and ascertain where
they were sent from.

In the course of several months word
came from these people In Austria that
Konstantynowz was sending letters
from Detroit and the police of the lat-
ter city were put on his trall. Several
months ago the latter sent word on
heére that they had arrvested thelr man.

The local police were Inclined to be
a little bit skeptical and sent a man
on from North Scranton to identify
the prisoner. It turned out that the
man under arrest wag not the right
one, though he lived In the same house
with IKonstantynowz and huad letters
addressed to the latter in his posses-
glon., The telegrams recelved yester-
day by Superintendent Day announces
that there Is no mistake thig time and
that the right man is In custody.

He admits the Kkilling, but says |t
was done In self-defense during a fight.,
He has walved extradition and will be
brought here as soon as an officer can
go alter him,

On the night of July 21, 1001, Benno-
viech paid a visit to Konstantynowz at
the latter's boarding house, on Welles
street, and the two drank together for
some time, Bennoveich finally aceused
Konslantynowz of stealing a horse he-
longing to him In the old country and
i violent quarrel ensued,

Konstantynowz beat Bennoviech un-
mercifully and finally picked him up
and threw him over the front porch
rafling, a distance of several feet, to
the ground. The fnll broke Renno-
viech's neck, Killing him  instantly,
Konstantynowz pulled the body of the
dead man from the front yard into the
etreet, and, after kicking It several
times, ran up the street and has not
been geen here since,
